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INTRODUCTION 


The Australian Bureau of Statistics is the official statistical organisation for the Federal and 
State Governments. Its main function is to collect statistical information from a wide variety of 
social and economic areas and to compile statistics and disseminate them to interested users 
both within the Government and the community in general. 


The ABS publishes currently almost 1,900 statistical publications—either monthly, quarterly, 
half-yearly, annually or irregularly under approximately 700 different titles. 


How to Use This Catalogue 
This ABS catalogue contains publications released by ABS State offices and the Central 
Office in Canberra. The catalogue is divided into two parts—A and B. 


Part A lists all publications in numerical order except that within each subject group the Central 
Office entries precede the State Office entries (see description of numbering system below). 
Most publications issued by Central Office contain particulars for each State and Territory as 
components of Australian totals. 


Part B contains a detailed subject index of all publications in alphabetical order. If you are 
interested in a particular subject area, e.g. overseas trade, employment, etc. you will find it con- 
venient to identify the range of publications from the list of subject groupings on pages 3-5 and 
therefore to all publications within that subject. If you have a specific interest, e.g. the pro- 
duction - butter and cheese, industrial disputes, etc. check the detailed subject index beginning 
on page 125. 


Coverage 

This ABS catalogue contains currently available statistical publications released by ABS 
State Offices and the Central Office in Canberra. It includes particulars of new ABS publications 
issued to 31 May 1979. 

In general, publications which contain information from 1970-71 and/or 1971 and 
onwards are listed in the catalogue. However, in certain cases (for example where they form an 
integral part of a current series) publications containing earlier information are also included. 


The ABS Catalogue Numbering System 


The system consists of a five digit code (e.g. 5413.0). 
The first two digits define the subject by nine broad areas (e.g. 5 represents National 
accounts, balance of payments and foreign investment, overseas trade, public finance, 
private finance) divided into nine more precise sub-divisions (e.g. 54 is overseas trade). 
The third and fourth digits are the permanent serial numbers allocated to publi- 
cations within categories formed by the first two digits. An allotted number will remain 
unchanged provided the contents of a publication remain essentially the same. 


The fifth digit, after the full stop, relates to the office of ABS which issues the 
publication. 


The codes for each issuing office are: 


0 Central Office (Canberra) 
1 New South Wales 

2 Victoria 

3 Queensland 

4 South Australia 

5 Western Australia 

6 Tasmania 

7 Northern Territory 


Within each subject group, all Central Office entries precede the State office entries. 


How To Order Publications 


Currently the ABS publishes a total of about 700 individual statistical titles. At present 590 
approximately are free and about 110 are for sale. As new publications are released frequently, 
you can keep up-to-date on new as well as current releases by obtaining a monthly statement of 
publications which is called Publications issued in (name of the month) Catalogue No. 1102.0, 
available free by phoning Canberra (062) 52 6627 or your nearest State Office or by writing to 
Information Services, Australian Bureau of Statistics, P.O. Box 10, Belconnen, A.C.T. 2616.

Unpublished Statistics 
The ABS does not publish all the statistics and other information it has available. 
Unpublished statistics are available, on request, for a variety of topics such as population, 


dwellings, building, imports, exports, shipping, etc. in the form of computer printout, 
microfiche, magnetic tape or specially prepared tables. 


In cases where a considerable volume of information has to be specially extracted or where 
a regular statistical service is required, a charge may be made.

Services Section, Canberra or to any of the State Offices.

1201.0 Australian Standard Industrial Classification, Vol. 1—The Classification

The Australian Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC) has been designed primarily as a 
system for classifying establishments, e.g. individual mines, factories or shops by industry. It 
may also be used for classifying other statistical units such as enterprises. 

This volume of the ASIC presents the detailed classification and defines each industry class 
identified in it. The broader industry categories in the ASIC, ie. the groups, sub-divisions and 
divisions, are defined in terms of the industry classes of which they are composed. This volume 
also describes in some detail the nature, purpose and principles of the classification, the con- 
cepts of the statistical units being classified and the methods and criteria for classifying them. 

The 1978 Edition of the ASIC replaces the 1969 Preliminary Edition. 

1202.0 Australian Standard Industrial Classification, Vol. 2—Alphabetic Index of Primary 
Activities

This volume of the ASIC contains a comprehensive alphabetic list of economic activities, 

showing for each activity the ASIC class in Volume | to which it is primary. 


1203.0 Australian Export Commodity Classification 
(Based on Standard International Trade Classification, Revision 2)

Designed primarily to facilitate understanding of export statistics and to assist exporters in 
the completion of Entries for Exportation. Arranged in nine sections: instruction for completing 
the Entry for Exportation; units of quantity and their abbreviations; countries of final desti- 
nation and alphabetical codes; alphabetical index of commodities; a summary of classification; 
the export statistical items; ships and aircraft stores classification; changes between the export 
statistical items of the current year and previous year; and AECC in terms of SITC (Rev. 2) and 
equivalent BTN Items. 


1204.0 Australian Import Commodity Classification 
(Based on Standard International Trade Classification, Revision 2) 
Annual; 450pp 
A guide for compiling Australian import statistics, divided into sections: detail import com- 
modity classification, changes in import statistical items between current and previous years; 
changes between the units of quantity for current and previous years; key to SITC items to BTN 
items and vice versa; and alphabetical index of commodities. 
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1205.0 Cause of Death Certification 
Special issue: 1970; 27pp 
A guide for medical practitioners in completing medical certificates for cause of death. 


1206.0 Classification and Classified List of Occupations 
Quinquennial; \65pp 

Designed primarily for use in classifying occupations descriptions recorded on census 
schedules, the Australian Classification of Occupations has been adapted from the Inter- 


national Standard Classification of Occupations issued by the International Labour Office. It 
contains 11 major groups, 73 minor groups and 395 occupation codes. 


1207.0 Australian Standard Commodity Classification 
Annual: First issue 1975-76; 950pp; $13.50, $16.00 


The ASCC is designed to facilitate the compilation of comparable Australian Commodity 
Statistics of imports, exports and domestic production. It provides a standard classification in 
which the items of the existing separate classifications of imported, exported and home 
produced commodities originating in manufacturing industries are contained and related in an 
industrial origin structure. See also 1310.0.

The principal general reference work of the ABS’s Central Office. Provides a com- 
prehensive and fairly detailed statistical review of all aspects of the economy and social con- 
ditions of Australia for which official statistics are available. Statistical material, illustrated by 
maps and graphs, is presented in chapters covering such subjects as demography, prices and 
household expenditure; manpower; social security and welfare; public health; law and order; 
education; rural industry; forestry and fisheries; water resources, sewerage and drainage; the 
mineral industry; the manufacturing industry; electric power; housing and building; transport 
and communication; private and public finance; national accounts; overseas transactions; sci- 
ence and technology; culture, recreation and travel; and the territories of Australia.

A selection of latest available information on the following topics: production; stocks; over-

Original and seasonally adjusted data both in tabular and graphical forms indicating move- 
ments in Australian economic activities, including: production, overseas transactions, labour 
and employment, internal trade, new private capital expenditure, finance and national 
accounts. 

The purposes of the publication are to provide details of the methods of adjustment and 
measures of variability for every series published and seasonally adjusted by the ABS and fora 
selection of these historical (up to sixteen and a half years) original and seasonally adjusted 
data.

Condensed information about population, domestic products and national expenditure, 
household income, government finance, primary production, mining, manufacturing, building, 
transport, retail sales, labour force, wages and weekly earnings, prices, balance of payments 
and overseas trade and meteorological characteristics of all capital cities.

local government; overseas trade; interstate and coastal trade; shipping; railways; omnibuses 
and ferries; roads and bridges, motor transport and road traffic; civil aviation; communication;

Condensed information about the population and its characteristics; vital statistics; employ- 
ment; wages, weekly earnings and hours; health; welfare services; education; law and crime;

trade; tourist accommodation; prices, state and local government finances; banks and other 
private finance; and the position of New South Wales relative to Australia.

Major monthly and quarterly statistical series covering population and vital statistics, em- 
ployment and unemployment, wages and prices, building and productive activity, public and 
private finance, trade, transport and communications, rainfall, Melbourne meteorological data, 
and a list of Victorian publications released in that month. 


1304.2 General Statistics of Local Government Areas—Victoria

Shows for each local government area in Victoria details of area, estimated population and 
dwellings, births and deaths, chief characteristics from the 1971 Census of Population and 
Housing, building activity, rural industry, economic censuses information, local government 
finance, and length of roads and streets.
